If It Is otherwise the people 


will be dissatisfied and will materially 
and mentally sympathize with and aid 
the revolutionary movement which will 
surely occur sooner or later. Without 
the people's support such a movement 
Is impossible. | Everything depends on 
wbat the Americans do. The subsequent 
guerilla warfare will be easily termin- 
ated if the people do not supoprt it 
which they will not do1 if they are sat- 
isfied. Otherwise it is'possible to pro- 
long it Indefinitely, i^elleve the Fil- 
ipino people should be consulted as to 
the nature and details-of the govern- 
ment to be established. If the war re- 
sults in the recognition of our desires 
rights and necessities as a people to
